Not as Bad as Painted 


Figures for Past Season Show But Slight Decrease Under 
Previous Year — Dramatic Field Gains, While 
Musicals Register Decline 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Unemployment in Broadway legitimate circles is not 


@s rampant as has been painted. 


This fact is conclusively proven by figures for 


the year ended August 1 and complied from material gathered for the forthcoming 


Fall Index of The Billboard. The number 


of persOns employed in New York theat- 


rical productions (dramatic and musical) last season was just 40 under the previous 


year. Over a period of five years the 
employment fizure has maintained a 
comparatively even pace 

These figures reveal that 6,581 people 
appeared in Broadway legitimate produc- 
tions, as against 6,621 during the year 
ended July 31, 1928. Of this year's total, 
3,175 were seen in dramatic shows. This 
is a gain of 300 over the dramatic figure 
for the previous year when 2,875 were 
listed as appearing. 

That the dramatic field should show 
an increase is surprising, inasmuch as 
the past season has generally been 
labeled as an unusually weak one for 
Straight plays. What is more, less pro- 
ductions were made and the percentage 
of sudden failures is conceded to be 
higher. 

In the musical field, 3,406 persons ap- 
peared during the year ended July 31, a 
drcp of 340 under the previous year when 
3,746 persons were listed 

Even more surprising is the drop in 
the figures for the musical comedy field 
because the season just ended has been 
hailed thruout the business as a banner 
one for the musicals. The decline un- 
doubtedly is due to the fact that while 
fewer productions were seen the average 
of cutstanding long-run hits was higher. 
In other words, fewer people were en- 
gaged for musical productions, but the 
average term of employment was longer. 

While The Billboard has no definite 
recorc of conditions outside of Broadway 
there is no doubt but that the talkies 
have hit dramatic stock companies hard 
and the list of active stock organizations 
has dropped off heavily in the last six 
months, thus throwing many players out 
of work. 

On the other hand, the talkies have 
absorbed many legitimate players who 
might otherwise be idle. Vaudeville, and 
motion picture pres2n‘ation units in par- 
ticular, have done likewise with hundreds 


who formerly relied on musical shows 
for their livelihood. All in all, these 
facts would indicate that the general

St. Louis, as previously reported, are 
added to the ever-growing number of 
Guild subscription cities for the new 
season. With the New York list these 
four bring the Guild’s subscription cities 
to a total of 11. 

The opening dates announced are 4s 
follows: 

Cleveland, September 9, Caprice; De- 
troit, September 16, Caprice; Boston,’ 
September 16, Strange Interlude; Chi 
cago, September 23, Caprice; Washing- 
ten, October 7, Marco Millions; Cin- 
cinnati, October 7, Major Barbara, 
Pittsburgh, October 28, Caprice; Balti- 
more, October 14, Porgy; Philadelphia 
November 4, R. U. R., and St. Louis 
October 14, Caprice.

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Philip Goodman Wins Writ 


Restraining Drama Guild 


Producer, Returned to Good Standing, Plans Four Shows 
for Next Season—Dramatists May Appeal Decision— 
Arbitrators Laud Showman 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Philip Goodman today took the second stanza in his 


fight with the Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ League of America.

Goodman asked for the writ after the 
cutld had issued a mandate against him 
on July 3. The guild justified the act 
on Goodman's own admission that he 
had not paid royalties when due. The 
complaining authors were Bert Kalmar, 
Harry Ruby and Guy Bolton. 

Goodman owed them royalties aggre- 
gating $16,000. This he admitted to an 
arbitration board of the American Ar- 
bitration Association, Inc. The arbi- 
trators decided in Goodman's favor, with 
the stipulation that the rights of the 
works under question, The Five o’Clock 
Gir! and The Ramblers, revert to the 
authors, and that the overdue royalties 
would come out of future earnings of 
Goodman. 

The hearing on Goodman's applicatioa 
to the Supreme Court was held Tuesday. 
He contended that the royalties were 
owed by a corporation in which he held 
no stock. He brought out at the hear- 
ing that 50 per cent of the stock in the 
production of The Ramblers was con- 
trolled by John H. Dahn, and 50 per cent 
by the Theatrical Investment Company. 
Dahn invested $75,000 in The Ramblers 
and $50,000 in The Five o’Clock Girl, and 
owned 50 per cent of that show also 

The librettists and composers were paid 
a total of $152,000 in royalties from 
both shows, Goodman's application said, 
and there had been no willful attempt 
by Goodman to violate the minimum 
basic agreement nor his contracts with 
the writers, and further stated that the 
action of the guild in declaring him 
unfair prevented him from doing busi- 
ness with members of the guild, and 
automatically and effectively halted his 
plans to continue as a Broadway pro- 
ducer. 

The guild banned Goodman because 
he had not paid royalties after four 
questions covering the controversy be- 
tween the writers, the guild and Good- 
man had been submitted to a group of 
arbitrators. The board consisted of Leo 
S. Bing, president of Bing & Bing, New 
York real estate operators and con- 
tractors, who was the neutral member: 
Leroy Clemens, representing the guild's 
side, and Nelson Macy, for Goodman. 

The first two questions fof settlement 
coacerned overdue royalties from the 
earnings of both shows. Goodman ad- 
mitted they had not been paid, and also 
admitted his liability. The third ques- 
tion was whether or not Goodman had 
been guilty of failing to pay royalties 
when they were due. The last was to 
determine whether Goodman had been 
guilty of willfully violating paragraph 
five of the minimum basic agreement 
and authors’ contracis. 

The arbitrators’ award was: 

“There was no willful violation of the 
contracts in regard to The Five o’Clock 
Girl and The Ramblers by Philip Good- 
man, and we so award.” 

The guild placed Goodman on the un- 
fair list because of the arbitrators’ 
failure to answer the third question 
Inasmuch as Goodman admitted the 
failure to pay royalties from the box- 
offices’ receipts when they were due, it 
was justified, John Schulman, its 
lawyer, said, in barring guild members 
from dealing with Goodman. 

Affidavits from Bing and Macy were 
introduced into the evidence, supporting 
Goodman and critistizing the action of 
the guild. Macy’s affidavit included a 
Statement that Clemens wanted a clause 
in the award commending the fair treat- 
ment of the authors by Goodman. 

“In view of the fact that we did not 
Specifically decide that Mr. Goodman 
should be placed on the unfair list, that 
it was a necessary consequence that he 
should not be so placed,” Bing said in 
his affidavit. “During the hearings the 
question was raised as to whether or not 
after the award Mr. Goodman would be 


allowed to continue tn business. It was 
my understanding that would be so al- 
lowed. I thought Mr. Goodman had 
acted eminently fair, and that he did all 
that he could be expected to do to meet 
his obligations.” 

When Justice Peters’ decision was made 
known, the Arbitration Association re- 
fused ‘to comment. 

John Schulman, the guild’s attorney, 
said today that it is not unlikely that the 
guild may appeal the decision granting 
the temporary injunction to Goodman 
when the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court convenes during Sep- 
tember.

Stanton's The Russian were awarded one 
week's salary. This production was 
stopped by Equity after being in re- 
hearsal five days because no bond had 
been posted and no contracts given, It 
was brought out in the testimony at the 
arbitration that Walter Wilson had been 
engaged by Stanton as director and had 
been authorized by insinuation and all 
the laws of theatrical custom and pro- 
cedure to gather a company. Stanton 
argved that Wilson had been vested with 
no such authority. he claim, totaling 
$845 and paid to 15 people, was paid from 
the surplus on a previous bond put up 
fcr the Bergen Players, Hackensack, N. 
J., in which Stanton was interested. 

Peggy O'Connor was awarded one 
week's salary against Augustus Thorne, 
of the Thorne Players. In Trenton, N, J., 
Miss Connor claimed that she was en- 
gated under a one-week jobbing con- 
tract to play the lead in Excess Baggage, 
that play being stipulated in the agree- 
ment. This piece later was abandoned. 
The manager claimed that he had of- 
fered her another play which she re- 
fused Inasmuch as the contract def- 
initely stated Fxrcess Baggage Miss O’Con- 
nor's claim was upheld.

mittee consisting of President Myers; 
W. A. Steffes, president of the Northwest 
Theater Owners’ Association, Minne- 
apolis; Colonel H. A. Cole, president of 
the Texas Theater Owners’ Association, 
Dallas, and Henderson M. Richey, man- 
ager of the Michigan Theater Owners’ 
Association, Detroit, opened negotiations 
with the producers in New York with a 
view to arriving at some arrangement 
whereby the producers, in consideration 
of the mobilization of play dates by the 
exhibitors, would supply film at prices 
which would enable the latter to remain 
in business. These negotiations con- 
tinued until August 7, when the ar- 
rangement mentioned was closed with 
the company mentioned. The arrange- 
ment with respect to machines {gs 
awaiting only certain data as to costs 
and doubtless will be completed within 
a fortnight. 

Under this arrangement the small in- 
dependent theaters will be able to get 
talking pictures and sound equipment 
at prices which they can afford. It is 
the most constructive and far-reaching 
action ever taken by the independent 
exhibitors for their own protection. 


The Allied States Association of Mo- 
tion Picture Exhibitors and others co- 
operating with it will sell to exhibitors 
desiring the same franchises to buy the 
pictures of RKO Distributing Corpora- 
tion for a period of five years. The 
franchise provides for a minimum of 
26 and a maximum of 52 feature pic- 
tures a year, with an option to the 
franchise holder to buy any additional 
feature pictures that may be made. 
Provision also is made with respect to 
short subjects. 

The exhibition value of each picture 
is to be determined by a central com- 
mittee of five exhibitor representatives 
and the producer jointly. In the event 
of a disagreement the exhibition value 
shall be three times the negative (1. e., 
production) cost of the picture. 


The “points” (i. e., the number of dol- 
lars per $100,000 of exhibition value 
which the exhibitor shall pay for each 
picture) will be determined by local 
committees of exhibitors and represen- 
tatives of the producers prior to or at 
the time the franchises are sold, so that 
the exhibitor will know the exact price 
of his pictures before he signs the 
franchise. These ratings will be made 
on broad lines and in the light of what 
the exhibitor can afford to pay. 

After the first motion picture season 
either party to the franchise may apply 
to the central committee of exhibitors 
for readjustment of the points. That 
committee is clothed with wide discre- 
tion in making findings and recommen- 
dations for the information of the Na- 
tional Appeal Board. The National 
Appeal Board will be composed of Abram 
F. Myers, former chairman of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and president of 
the Allied States Association; a repre- 
sentative of the producer, and a third 
member to be chosen by the other two. 
The decisions of this board will be final 
as to prices. 

The franchise covers both silent and 
talking pictures and provides that if the 
exhibitor, after having signed for silent 
pictures, equips himself to exhibit talk- 
ing pictures, the terms and conditions of 
the franchise relating to sound pictures 
shall automatically apply. 

The contract is as notable for the 
things it omits as for the things it 
contains. For instance, it omits the 
provision of the standard exhibition con- 
tract imposed on the exhibitors by the 
Hays organization for compulsory arbi- 
tration. It also omits the unfair pro- 
vision for a score charge in addition to 
the film rental. 

A mass meeting of exhibitor leaders 
and exchange managers is being held 
today at the Stevens Hotel, Chicago, at 
which the proposal is to be fully ex- 
plained. The leaders will then return to 
their respective districts to organize local 
committees and proceed with the rating 
of theaters as to points. A series of dis- 
trict meetings will be held, starting 
immediately, at which the plan will be 
laid before the exhibitors, and they will 
be afforded an opportunity to sign the 
franchise agreements and contracts for 
reproducing equipment if they so desire. 

The States having well-organized asso- 
ciations of independent exhibitors will 
be the first to be covered. The relatively 
few unorganized States and States hav- 
ing feeble organizations will be covered 
as soon and as well as possible. Ex- 
hibitors located in such territories will 
have to apply singly or in group to 
the Allied States Association, Union

I; is hard to understand how or why 
William A. Brady, who gave the theater 
the Pulitzer Prize winner, Street Scene, 
wasted time and money in giving life 
to this piece of brazen claptrap. Novw- 
a-Days is a clumsy, artificial and hollow 
play with little or no virtue in it. 

Undoubtedly the author, Arthur F. 
Brash, was celuded into believing that 
he was giving an accurate picture of 
the traps and pitfalls that lay along 
the path of coeducation. It is a weird 
picture that he paints. done in garish 
colors that are crudely applied and 
without any sense of proper proportion. 

In the last analysis this one is a cross 
between lurid melodrama and the prob- 
lem p'ay It is not enough of either 
to be anything but a mongrel. Somehow 
or other the two types do not fell 

The first act of Now-a-Days is not so 
bad and things go along smoothly 
enough despite the strained dialog and 
the obvious attempts to be “smart” and 
naughty in speech. By the time the 
second act has been under way, however, 
this plav has degenerated into nothing 
better than a mass of stereotyped ho- 
kum that tries hard to prove something 
but doesn't. Hhe final act is equally as 
hopeless. Indeed, from beginning to end 
it is pretty cheap theater 

There is no need of bothering with 
any detailed account of the plot: frankly, 
it is not worth it. Suffice to say that 
it concerns three coeds of differing 
types, the sweet young thing, the ultra- 
sophisticated young lady of wealth and 
the flippy flapper. who set out to cap- 
ture the goody-good young football hero. 


Fair means and foul are used, the lady 
of wealth even stooping to lure the 
young man to a questionable rooming 


house. As you might suspect, while 
there a quarrel with a bootlegger ensues 
in which the liquor dispenser is killed 
by being knocked over the head by a 
bettle wielded by the girl, her hero hav- 
ing passed out from the effects of bad 
liquor. 

When the crime is discovered the in- 
nocent athlete is blamed and there is 
the very dickens to pay in untying the 


tangle. Finally the ruthless coed con- 
fesses that she alone is responsible—a 
moment later she drops dead. You 


guessed it, she had taken poison 

The players have little chance to any- 
thing more than act stereotyped. Mayo 
Methot, as the villainess. does give a 
surprisingly capable performance, con- 
sidering the handicaps placed iff her way 
by the labored writing. She stands head 
and shoulders above the other members 
of the and shows herself to be 
worthy of a far stronger medium. 

Melvyn Douglas plays the phlegmatic 
hero in routine fashion, giving the part 
nothing that would make it outstanding. 
Reverly Sitgreaves is pleasing as the 
rooming house keeper and Duncan 
Penwarden makes the most of his stilted 
opportunities as the detective. Edward 
Pawley {s exceptionally good in his short 
scene as the bootlegger. 

The balance of the cast, composed of 
Pecgy Shannon, Irene Blair, Allen Davis 
A. O Huhan and Walter Smith, does 
everything possible to give the breath 
of life to the script—but it just doesn't 
take. 

Jessie Bonstelle, director of the Detroit 
Civic Theater, has labored under similar 
difficulties, but all in all the production 
dees show the hand of intelligent direc- 
tion. 

The Kennel and Entwisle settings are 
satisfactory.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—A goal sought for years—the complete co-ordination of 
the various adjuncts of RKO’s National Publicity Bureau for the benefit of house 
managers—will be attained next week. The plan, which has been fully worked out 
by Mark A. Luescher, big-time publicity chief, and his cohorts, establishes in every 
theater of the circuit a complete publicity bureau, not as extensive in press 


pararhernalia as the Luescher office, but 
fully equipped to meet the needs of the 
local manager. 

With the implied co-operation of the 


booking department by its buying of 
shows farther ahead than was its 
usuel wont, the new publicity system 
should prove to be one of the most 
progressive measures taken by RKO since 
the present administration came into 
being. The physical result of the com- 
plete co-ordination of the various bu- 
reaus working for and with Luescher 


will be the receipt weekly by each house 
of all necessary billing, press, exp!oita- 
tion ard special inférmation for acts and 
films booked therein. 

In addition to the voluminous material 
desig1.ed for the assistance of managers 
in selling stage and screen attractions to 
their public, special stories on acts will 


be sent out regularly regardless of 
whether these acts individually are 
booked for the far-flung houses of the 


ercuit Managers ‘vill file these stories 
and other matter relating to the “sale” 
of attractions in their own offices. Should 
last-minute bookings take place, the 
various houses thus affected will be fully

Secretive About Deal—Gives Cigcuits Added Film and Act- 
Buying Power—Schwartz Outfit Remains Intact 
—Fisher Still Buying Vaudeville 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Under a veil of utmost secrecy as to definite details 
from both sides, Radio-Keith-Orpheum and the Century Circuit (known in the 
trade as the A. H. Schwartz Circuit) entered this week into what ts referred to 
interchangeably in official announcements as an “affiliation” and an “association” 
President Hiram 8. Brown represented the Radio vaudeville interests and A. H. 


Schwartz and H. Clay ‘Ainer acted for the 
Century outfit in the drafting of ar- 
ticles, the exact nature of which may not 
be forthcoming until the actual opening 
of the new season. The legal aspects 
of the tieup were handled for the Cen- 
tury outfit by Albert A. Hovell, of Hovell, 
M-Chesney and Clarkson, and for RKO 
by the big-time’s own legal forces. 

From both sides it was stated by 
authoritative parties that the transac- 
tion was by no means a sale or merger, 
altho one official adniutted that “it might 
lead to the eventual taking over of the 
Century Circuit by RKO.” The dopesters 
in the trade are inclined to regard the 
RKO-Schwartz deal as a logical combine 
for mutual benefit and greater buying 
power in the film and act-booking fields 
The emphatic statement of Century of- 
ficials that their organization will remain 
intact supports this interpretation in its 
every phase. It is said that the Schwartz 


agreement, or what have you with 
RKO, resembles in many respects the 
erstwhile affiliation of B. 8. Moss with 


the old K-A Circuit. Moss operated his 
own houses, but used the same resources 
as the K-A outfit for booking product 
and stage attractions. 

It is stated by those declared to be in 
the know that should RKO eventually 
buy out the present operators of the 
Century Circuit, this will be the result 
an option for such a sale intertwined 
in the present working agreement. Both 
organizations will benefit considerab'y 
from the tleup. Schwartz has been re- 
ported against the wall as regards pic- 
ture bookings for next season, and RKO, 
with the impressive opposition offered 
its own Radio Picturss product, had also 
been taced with dark picture-booking 
prospects for the coming season in the 
territory of Brooklyn and Long Island 
taken in by the “more than 26 houses” 
of the Schwartz Circuit. With RKO and 
Schwartz benefiting mutua!ly from their 
increased buying power, both in films 
and stage attractions, it is clearly seen 
that the battle against opposition will be 
a far easier one to fight than had been 
the situation on both sides before. 

The deal makes even more complicated 
the intertwined financial interests of 
theater magnates in this area. While the

“affiliation” is interpreted as a direct 
blow against Fox and Loew, it- stands 
out, nevertheless, that Loew is inter- 
ested in at least two of the Schwartz 


hovses, the Manor-.nd Avalon, Brooklyn 
On the other hand, Schwartz is said to 
be financially inter>sted in several Loew- 
operated houses, including the Valencia, 
Loew's recently added de luxer in 
Jamaica. 

Houses mentioned as controlled and 
operated by the Ceotury outfit and com- 
ing within the terms of the “affiliation” 
are the Patio, Kingsway, Albemarle, 
Farragut, Midwood, Rialto, Marine, -Lin- 
den, Avalon, Manor, Mayfair and Em- 
press, in Brooklyn; the new Sheepshead 
Bay. Merrick and Rialto, Jamaica; Queens, 
Queens Village; Grove and Freeport. Free- 
port; Beason, Port Washington; Hunting- 
ton, Huntington, and houses under con- 
struction in Tompkinsville and Rockville 
Center. 

The aforementioned houses are now 
Operated under combination, presenta- 
tion, sound and straight picture policies. 
Thore adapted to play vaudeville were 
formerly booked =hru the local Pantages 
Office, but Arthur Fisher, independent 
booker, was given this detail to handle 
When Pantages virtually left the field 
some weeks ago. In recent weeks there 
have been reports in circulation that 
Fisher is negotiating with RKO for a 
berth in its booking office. The closing 
of the RKO-Schwartz agreement gives 
rise now to the possibility that Fisher 
Will be tied up with the big time as 
booker of the new chain. A Schwartz 
executive declared yesterday that Fisher 
will be retained as vaudeville booker of 
the Century houses “as long as he con- 
tinues to give us good shows.” 

In RKO it is said that the booking 
office will eventually buy acts for the 
Century houses, but it is not known 


exictly when this deveiopment will take 
p’ace Those conversant with the 
vagaries of the trade are inclined to 
favor Fisher with a long tenure of service 
as booker of the Century chain. The 
pecullar reaction of performers to the 
present altuation in the booking field 
gives Fisher temporarily the advantage 
over RKO, insofar as he appears to be in 
a position to deliver shows of the RKO 
caliber at much lower prices than acts 
are willing to work for the big time 

An interesting feature of the official 
announcement of the deal, which has 
been elaborated upon by Officials con- 
su'ted, is that men*ion is made therein 
of plans of RKO and Century executives 
“to develop this territory, thru this joint 
affiliation and association, and it is con- 
templated to extend “his agreement by 
means of similar advantageous and har- 
monious agreements with other groups of 
independent theaters thruout Greater 
New York.” It is likely that RKO will 
employ the Century Circuit as its agent 


in acquiring additional independents, 
this function serving as a sieve before 
indie houses or chains are finally ab- 


orbed by the major

The inside of the sudden disruption of 
the widely acclaimed plan is that agents 
have shown in the two weeks since in- 
structions were sent out for them to go 
ahead on their laying out of bills that 
they are not inclined to deliver the goods 
under the agreed conditions. The book- 
ing office, as represented by the senti- 
ment of George A. Godfrey: Charles 
Bierbauer, originator of the idea, and 
others, is well satisfied with the outcome 
of the little affair. 

The basic idea of the show-booking 
competition, from the booking-office 
viewpoint, was to impress agents with 
the averace difficulty experienced by 
RKO’'s act buyers in putting together 
shows that must come within strictly 
limited house budgets. Agents have 
squawked from time immemorial about 
the lack of attention their new material 
has been getting. The inning given 
them by the booking office to assemble 
their own shows is said to have con- 
vinced them to a man that the other 
side of the fence also has its trials and 
tribulations. 

During preparations for the contest it 
was noted that several of the agents 
pressed to get their sample shows ready 
on short notice were doing everything 
except abide by the implied rules of the 
little business game. They were involved 
in commission-splitting agreements with 
Loew and indie agents, and it is said 
more than one RKO agent promised to 
split the prize money with indies sup- 
plying them with most of the new acts 
required for their contribution to the 
tourney 

Whatever might be the moral effect of 
the contest’s early termination. one 
thing is fairly certain. For a long time 
to come agents’ squawks about bookers 
not giving them the breaks on new and 
unknown acts will be few and far 
between.

Montreal Agent Accused 
Of Stranding Two Girls 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—As the outcome 
of the alleged stranding of two specialty 
girls in Montreal by a Canadian agent, a 
legal suit is threatened by the local 
agent involved in the original transac- 
tion. Teddy Stowell, who places vaude- 
ville specialty people in clubs and other 
special dates thru the Franklyn Graham 
office in the Strand Theater Building, 
made the contract for the employment 
of the two girls in Montreal clubs with 
E. L. Hawes, whose address is given as 
12 Mayor street, Montreal 

Miss Stowell told The Billboard she is 
far less concerned with recovering 
moneys due her artiste clients than with 
bringing Hawes to account for his al- 
leged lack of faith in failing to execute 
his part of the contract. She feels, she 
added, that the profession should know 
of the incident in order that others 
might be protected from Hawes’ “loose 

nethods of doing business”. 

The girls involved—Carroll Roth and 
Dorothy O’Day—were selected by Hawes 
in Miss Stowell’s office on July 27. When 
deciding upon their employment, Hawes 
is alleged to have made a contract with 
Miss Stowell to give the girls work in six 
or seven cafes in the Canadian town at 
a salary of $35 weekly. It was written 
in the contract, according to Miss 
Stowell, that should Hawes fail to give 
the girls more than three weeks’ work 
he was to provide transportation both 
ways. 


Hawes took the Misses Roth and O'Day 
to Montreal] the same day of the execu- 
tion of the contract. He transported 
them as tourists in his own automobile, 
and had their effects shipped by rail. 
Upon arriving in Montreal, Hawes found 
that the girls could not be placed as 
he had planned. His explanation at 
the time was that he needed a four-girl 
ensemble in order to do business with 
his cafe people. The girls remained in 
Montreal several days, and finally Hawes 
asked them to work as “ballys” in a 
street carnival. Miss O’Day refused, but 
Miss Roth tried the stunt for one night 
and also gave up. After five days the 
girls in their desperation communicated 
with friends here, who drove up to 
Montreal and brought them back. 

It is further alleged that Hawes ar- 
ranged to have the girls thrown out of 
their hotel when he learned that they 
were taking steps to get back to New 
York. 

Miss Stowell says she will take legal 
steps against Hawes in behalf of the 
girls. Hawes did bu:'ness with Miss 
Stowell as the result of an introduction 
by a mutual friend in the show business. 
The latter is also lined up against Hawes 
for his action in the Roth and O'Day 
matter. Hawes is said to be in the em- 


ploy of John Appleby, who operates the 
Theatrical Exchange, Ltd., in Montreal.

Joseph N. Weber Says There Are Only 25,000 Commer- 


cial Artists in U, S.—Talkies Opened New Field— 
Unemployment Comparatively Small 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Interesting 
sidclights on national conditions among 
musicians were disclosed recently in an 
with Joseph N. Weber, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Musicians Weber, commenting at 
length upon problems which face musi- 


interview 


cians today, showed a sympathetic and 
subtle understanding of the problems 
confronting the organization which has 
repeatedly chosen him as its president. 
Figures have been published in the 
pre from time to time,” he says, “to 
the effect that due to competitive con- 
ditions, from 50,000 to 60,000 musicians 


are facing an unemployment crisis. The 


figures are alarming to be sure and 
would demand serious’ consideration 
frem our organization. But the fact 


is that such figures are misleading and 
grossly exaggerated. There are not more 
than 25.000 musicians in the entire 
United States who make a part or full- 
time living from playing. Of that num- 
ber, the American Federation of Musi- 
cians absorbs 16,500 as a total member- 
ship enrollment. In New York City the- 
aters alone, in vaudeville. picture house 
and legitimate fields. the total number 
of musicians emploved does not exceed 
3.700, thus showing a disparagement be- 
tween imaginative figures compared with 
actual conditions. Some papers always 
seek and publish sensational facts with- 
out verifving their authenticity. The 
renuine figures IT have quoted are based 
actual surveys conducted at regu- 
lar and briefly spanned intervals by our 


organization 


upon 


“Competition from modern mechanical 
appliances is not depriving the union 


musicians of work, as has been reported 
in various sections. On the contrary. a 
new field has been opened to them, 
which heretofore has not been exploited. 


We merely have adjusted ourselves to 


new conditions. Those of us who have 
been deprived of work thru talkie and 
sound-film absorption have. on the 


other hand, been absorbed by the cinema 
to produce the canned music. There is 
a wide difference, in films, between all- 
talkie and sound films. By comparison, 
it may be likened to the dramatic and 
musical comedy fields in the theater 
Sound films offer the musician a mag- 
nified field to work in all over the coun- 
try. 

“I do not believe talkies will material- 
ly affect the theater, but rather they 
will help to strengthen it. The human 
element in the theater, that subtle tele- 
pathic communication between artiste 
and audience, is the strongest argument 
in favor of continuing the theater 
medium permanent!y. My opinion, based 
on personal observations during the past 


year of mechanized art, is that the the- 
ater cannot be dehumanized. Shifting 
public taste has always guided the 
destiny of the theater, but the eve of 


public opinion has rested with satisfac- 
tion for so long upon the human thea- 
ter product that it has become fixed 
there. Music has been successfully re- 
produced by mechanical means. I be- 
lieve the future of the motion picture 
industry and not-far-distant television

Its chief 
element is the work of the gir] stepping 
ensemble. numbering anywhere from 16 
to 20 well-trained toe shakers. Several 
highly absorbing routines are prepared 
for the and they carry these out 
with a skill that refiects careful train- 
ing and conscientious preparation. Taller 
in build than most line workers we have 
seen in vaude., these ensemble steppers 
do complete justice to the tasteful cos- 
tumes used in their three numbers 

Castleton and Mack, who held their 
own capably as a standard act before 
bowing to long-term unit contracts, are 
the capable comedy providers here. As 
seems to be the chronic fault with most 
units of this type, their brand of hoke 
comedy and irrelevant horseplay does 
not fit in cozily with the other portions 
of the routine Aesthetics never mix 
well with slapstick, particularly when 
both are bunched together in one spot.

She is seen 
thruout in a natty sports costume. The 
Landt Trio do excellent work on their 
own and as subdued accompanists of the 
contralto crooner. Miss Hunt's voice has 
an inimitable appeal via the electrically 
amplified speaker, but her powers are 
not harnessed nor are they tied down 
to this mechanical means. They called 
her out for more, and after a pleasing 
curtain speech she warbled on the apron

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Censors Kasing Up 
On Talking Films; 
Fear Open Rebellion? 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—With the introduction of talkies to the motion picture 
field, censors are reported less fanatic in objections to matter than in the silent era. 
This is partly attributed to the trend of the times, with other fields, including 


legit. and vaudeville, not as restricted in 
to the difficuities involved in “cutting” 


With talkies, some of the producers 
began to resist censorship stronger than 
ever before, with the threat looming that 
concerted action, even with the backing 
of the Will Hays office, might be brought 
to bear on censorship in an effort to 
lessen the burden of the yoke or throw 
it off altogether. 


Pathe made the first move in restrain- 
ing censors from making effective de- 
mands that dialog in Sal of Singapore 
be taken out. The picture went on with- 
out the de'etions and the case has been 
forgotten about, with nothing further 
Said about censorship of spoken lines. 


The opening of Fox’s The Cock-Eyed 
World st the Roxy, which nearly every- 
one in the trade has already seen, has 
started consideranle discussion in pro- 
ducer circles as a result of the sugges- 
tive cogs that got by the censors. No 
one in the trade can imagine how some 
of the material got past the New York 
crowd of scissor-slinzers, and one pro- 
ducer source, exhibiting some bitterness 
Over what the censors had done to that 
company’s product, wished that “they'd 
give us half the break Fox got.” 

Some of the material in The Cock-Eved 
World wou'd have difficulty getting by 
in vaudeville or lezit., and a part of the 
success of the picttre (it is breaking 
records for attendance) is attributed 
largely to the way everyone is talking 
about this and that gag line. Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Virginia, Kansas and a 
few other rabid censorship States are 
expected to cut the picture to pieces, 
unless the censorship crowd, as some 
Opinions would indicate, are loosening 
up a bit to avert a rebellion among the 
producers.

to try to sell the account for sound 
material. It could probably go to the 
Film Boards of Trade and insist on a 
continuance of the contract or a sett'e- 
ment, as an official indicated, but has 
always managed to be involved in very 
little arbitration before the boards. 

At one time, it was pointed out, Educa- 
tional sold a picture while it was in pro- 
duction and, on completion, found that 
it w a flivver. Instead of demanding 


that exhibitors carry out the contracts, 
it shelved the picture and made refunds 


to all the theater owners who had 
bought !t 

Since talkies, with Educational find- 
ing itself with a lot of silent product 
on its hands, it has had to take what it 


cculd for the pictures. 

“We'd ask $200 for a short,” said the 
Official, “and the exhibitor would say, 
‘we'll give you $50, take it or leave it,’ 
and we'd have to take it, no matter 
what the price.”

(FILM ARTS GUILD) 
4t Film Guild Cinema 

Here is one of those queer cinemato- 
graphic studies in which camera work is 
everything, leaving in its wake a pre- 
posterous and grim Teutonic drama, en- 
acted by strange bloodless automatons, 
who seem to have been torn bodily from 
a page of Poe or Ambrose Bierce. While 
satisfying, perhaps, to those whose tastes 
run to the weird and alleged physiologi- 
cal films, most patrons will find it whol- 
ly deficient in entertainment value and 
will, no doubt, be somewhat at a loss as 
to what it’s all about.

A long-winded, unimaginatively pro- 
duced travelog, aptly called Thru the 
Death Deserts of Asia. It was made over 
a period of two years by a German ex- 
pedition, headed by the scientist-ex- 
plorer, Dr. Sven Hedin. What their in- 
trinsic purpose in crossing the great 
arid and alternatingly bleak and chilling 
wastes of Mongolia and Tibet is never 
gleaned, other than they had an al- 
mest funny desire to travel across Asia 
in the worst possible way.

“Girl Overboard” 
(UNIVERSAL)

A generally slow picture with a weak 
stery stretched until it nearly cracks 
under the strain, Girl Overboard fails to 
present itself as likely material for the 
better-class houses and particularly the 
first-runs. As grind fare, the new U. 
picture, considering that it has Mary 
Philbin and some dialog, seems adequate. 
It was played here as half on a double- 
feature bill, with an indie Western on 
the other half. 

Opening scenes develop that hero 
(Fred Mackaye) is a convict, serving time 
for a crime his father committed. Good 
behavior wins him a parole, with warn- 
ing made clear that rule three forbids, 
among other things, his marrying 
until eight years have passed. Given a 
position in a shipyard, he rescues a 
waif from the water and nurses her to 
health aboard the ship on which he and 
another paroled convict (Otis Harlan) 
live. He finally marries the girl and for 
a time appears to be in hot water, but 
the parole board head wavers from his 
duty to allow the likable ex-convict to 
get by with his marriage. Story could 
have been told in two or three reels 
easily. 

It is not a strong story to begin with— 
hardly anything more than a couple 
hackneyed situations strung together— 
and the cast is third-rate. Miss Philbin 
is nice to look at, but that’s about all, 
and Mackaye makes an unconvincing 
hero. 

Playable, but little should be expected 
from Girl Overboard. R. C.

Foz an independent, this Western takes

“Madonna of Avenue A”

In a seemingly mad scramble to create 
a “public” for their beauteous star, who 
now flaunts privately the celebrated 
Barrymore monicker, Warner Bros. 
shouldn't forget that good film enter- 
tainment is one of the first requisites 
for achieving popularity for their players 
In the hit-and-miss fashion that has 
characterized Dolores Costello's starring 
career, her latest effort, Madonna of 
Avenue A, strikes a dangerously low level 
in her work to date. 

This is another one of those pre- 
posverous bai-motner-and-good-daughter 
impreachments. Miss Costello has an 
implausible and thankless role in this 
slip-shod production of a lonely board- 
ing-school girl thrown suddenly into the 
maelstrom of rum runners and East 
Side dives.

No girl could really be quite 
os naive and stupid as the star's part 
makes her out to be. Nor could anyone 
be foolishly sentimental and conscience 
stricken as her mother is after her 
daughter has found out about her vicious 
life. After a fairly promising beginning 
on the rum ship, the film sinks into the 
most obvious and banal melodrama, from 
which it Never rises.

I'll admit it is a 
wonderful record, but it is true. Our 
prices sincc the war have been 25 and 50 
cents on the front door and 15 cents for 
reserves. Other shows butt in at 15- 
25 and even 10-20-30, and now along 
comes a company whose advertising reads 


‘at the painless prices of 10 and 20 cents 
—the price that made this show famous.’ 
Can you imagine a company that has 
been on the road for 25 or 30 years at 
the enormous price of 10 and 20 cents? 


“I told them that I didn't object to 
their coming over on a territory that I 
have stuck to for 20 years, but that the 
people were used to the 50-cent prices, 
and for him to come in at 10 and 29 
would ruin it for me and also for him. 
But nevertheless here he is right ahead 
of me, as it is impossible for me to 
beat him in every town. We will do a 
fair business, but with one of these 
things ahead it hurts. It surely must be 
some show if at these prices it can't 
hold its old customers. 


“Keep up the good work, it may help 
some, Let’s hope.”

Leaving it to the comics means that 
two comics working together thru the 
season, splitting for the next season, use 
the same bits in two shows by taking 
the laugh-getting lines and actions for 
themselves and leaving the minor lines 
and actions to the second comics as foils. 

Multiply this one instance by many 
others along similar lines and we have 
the cause of constant repetitions. 

The Raymonds are leaving nothing to 
chance, for they called upon Welch to 
submit a series of comedy bits suitable 
to the characterizations, talent and abil- 
ity of the comics they have engaged for 
their respective shows, made their own 
selections subject to the counsel of 
Welch, and then engaged him to stage 
their shows in an effort to get away 
from repetitions. 

Satisfied that Welch would give them 
something different in comedy, they 
then sought musical number and danc- 
ing ensemble producers in an effort to 
obtain something different from the 
usual run of ensemble numbers, and 
from present indications they are going 
to get it. 

As the Raymonds are among the first 
to rehearse in their own theaters, it may 
pay some of their co-operators to run 
over to Brooklyn and see the rehearsals 
of Ginger Girls and Mischief Makers, 
thereby learning for themselves the dif- 
ference in presentations Staged by 
efficient producers ahd those staged by 
comics and choristers.

representing Equity and the Association 
of Motion Picture Producers are in con- 
ference in Los Angeles concerning a set- 
tlement of the fis which now in 
its 10th week. The composition of those 
committees indicates that the producers 
have, as Equity has done, named im- 
portant and representative negotiators 
who, doubtless, have authority to speak 
for their association as Gillmore, Turner 
and Miss Barrymore have for us. 

But in the general satisfaction which 
is attendant upon the prospects of peace 
(for that is all that can be said until 
some agreement is actually signed), sev- 
eral remarkable facts have not received 
the attention they deserved. 


There is, of course, the magnificent 
record of our people both in New York 
and Los Angeles who, for the most part, 
turned down producers’ offers which 
must, in some instances, have sounded 
like fabulous pipe dreams—turned them 
down, too, knowing that whether Equity 
won or lost they would probably never 
receive those offers under normal con- 
ditions. They turned them down never- 
theless. Moke honor to them! 

Then there is the assistance which 
has been «consistently given Equity by 
its Labor allies, assistance which has 
been none the less helpful and effective 
because Equity has not asked for any 
sympathetic strikes or walkouts, which 
culminated in the letters sent out by 
the Los Angeles Central Labor Council 
to other Central Labor Councils all over 
the country advising them that certain 
producing organizations and _ certain 
players are unfair to organized labor. 
These, of course, are the producing com- 
panies which have been fighting Equity 
and the players who deserted Equity in 
this emergency 


The Los Angeles letter, signed by J. 
W. Buzzell, secretary of the Central 
Labor Council, suggests that resolution 
be adopted indorsing Equity, and other 
resolutions sent to the persons named 
protesting their stand, while committees 
call upon the local theaters to urge 
that pictures in which they appear be 
the objects of demonstrations 

Since the support accorded motion 
pictures comes largely from the mem- 
bers of the American Federation of Labor 
and their families and friends the fa- 
vorable receipt of this suggestion would 
have been a matter of great moment 
to the producers and cannot but have 
weighed in their considerations to meet 
and negotiate a settlement with Equity.

Barrymore thru her family connections 
and her personal friendships, and thru 
her position in the theater was in a 
position to exert considerable influepce 
on the situation. And she threw it into 
the scales in favor of Equity at the 
right time. 

For all those reasons and many more 
which will come out in time, the motion 
picture producers are now talking to 
Equity for the first time since this af- 
fair started and for more than nine 
years before that. It is a significant 
fact that never before have the producers 
of either silent or sound and talking 
pictures been willing to concede that 
Equity was the representative of the 
actors they employed. Nor were they 
ever at the point of admitting that 
Equity was a ponderable element in the 
picture situation. Both of those conces- 
sions are now made. They are talking 


to Equity because they found thev 
couldn't talk satisfactorily without 
Equity. 


Wnat the outcome of the negotiations 
may be we do not know—nor does any- 
one else. But at any rate the sound 
and talking pictures have learned one 
word: “Equity”. 


BRITISH ACTORS HELP 

All thru the weeks of moves and coun- 
ter moves in the sound and talking pic- 
ture situation the producers have had 
in the back of their heads the belief 
that if Equity members did hold on and 
eventually shut off the flow of actors 
able to speak for the films, that thev 
could import wholesale lots of foreign 
actors (mostly British, of course). Re- 
cently Equity received a letter from Ada 
Roscoe, secretary of the executive com- 
mittee of the Actors’ Association of 
Great Britain, in which she wrote: 

“Will you have the goodness to convey 
to the President and Council of Equity 
the best wishes of the Actors’ Association 
of Great Britain for the speedy and 
complete success of the Equity Shop 
Policy in Sound and Talking Pictures, 
with the devout hope that all British 
actors now in the United States of 
America may loyally support that pol- 
icy.” 

Equity is grateful for the hope ex- 
pressed by Miss Roscoe and will appreci- 
ate the co-operation they were asked to 
give.

backstage, all warning the artistes

Nothing must be 
interpolated after the first performance If 
you are doubtful about anything in your act, 
either omit it before opening or consult the 
manager. This is a positive and imperative 
order, and will be rigidly enforced in ac- 
cordance with clauses (a) and (d) of Section 
3 of your contract. Please note that there 
is nothing personal about this letter, as it is 
handed to every act before the opening per- 
formance. We wish you to have a very 
pleasant engagement here, and both the man- 
ager and stage crew will endeavor to make 
it so.

New Stadium Is Attracting 
Attention of Foreign 
Impresarios 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—Paddy Harmon, 
head of the Chicago Stadium Corpora- 
tion, and his promotion manager, John F 
McGrail, are busy with consideration of 
plans for a circus in the Stadium next 
spring that will eclipse the brilliant 
show staged there last April. 

Many rumors have been current as to 
what show, or what kind of show, would 
play the big West Madison street house, 
but most of these when traced down were 
found to have nothing more substantial 
than hearsay behind them.

A STRING of 500 outlaw horses, wild 
steers, calves, roping steers and parade 
horses will be assembled in Dallas for the 
championship rodeo to be held in the 
new Live-Stock Coliseum during the first 
10 days of the 1929 State Fair. October 
12 to 27, it has been announced by W. T. 
Johnson, of San Antonio, who will pro- 
duce the rodeo. Johnson is in Dallas to 
confer with State Fair officials over de- 
tails of the rodeo, to look over the half- 
completed Live-Stock Coliseum while it 
is under construction and to make plans 
to turn Dallas into a regular Wild West 
town during the cowboy games here. 
The rodeo producer has just returned 
from Cheyenne, Wyo., where he attended 
the Frontier Days celebration, and also 
from California, where he attended the 
Montevista “Ski-Hi Stampede”. He at- 
tended the two shows on the lookout for 
more “outlaw” horses. He purchased 
only two, but sent Johnnie Mullins, his 
arena director, to other rodeos to buy 
the “wildest” horses at each of the shows 
he attended. The string of 500 animals 
will be taken from Dallas to New York, 
where they will be used in the fourth 
annual World Series Rodeo at Madison 
Square Garden. Johnnie Mullins, the 
arena director at the State Fair rodeo, 
will also be arena director at the Madi- 
son Square contest. Johnson is planning 
numerous innovations in the rodeo 
world, such as a wild-steer race, a wild- 
cow milking championship, finals for the 
world championship and many other 
features never before seen in Texas 
rodeos. 


THE LITTLE CITY of Molalla is de- 
serving of special credit for its enterprise 
and success in staging the Buckaroo, an 
event that has been established there as 
its annual contribution to Oregon's 
Fourth of July entertainment. Like its 
big brother, the Pendleton Roundup, the 
Buckaroo is a civic undertaking and is 
handled on a non-profit basis. It was 
organized and is conducted by the vol- 
unteer fire department of Molalla, and 
returns from the show, above necessary 
expenses, are used to buy fire equipment 
and for similar purposes. It is no reflec- 
tion upon rodeos conducted in other 
cities to say that the young men who 
have built up the Molalla Buckaroo have 
done a particularly good job of it. The 
popularity of the rodeo as Fourth of July 
entertainment is a development of re- 
cent years. Rodeos appeal to the crowds 
who pack the stands to capacity. This 
was true at Molalla Thursday and also 
at Oregon City, where more than 18,000 
people watched a thrilling program. At 
several other places in the State the 
rodeo was featured in celebrations doubt- 
less with success. Some years ago con- 


siderable reaction against the Wild West 
form of entertainment was observed, 
based on its cruelty to animal perform- 
ers. This sentiment has subsided, evi- 
dently due to the fact that the shows 
have been cleaned of their objectionable 
features. In ‘viewing the rodeo at Mo- 
lalla on the Fourth spectators saw no 
beast abused or subjected to more pain- 
ful treatment than the sudden jerk of a 
taut lariat. The human performers, in 
fact, accepted more risk and hardship 
than did the horses and steers they rode 
and bulldogged. The men and women 
of the arena, who follow the rodeos from 
city to city, have a dangerous calling, 
yet there are few serious accidents, be- 
cause of their skill and their ability to 
size up a situation for instant action. 
If the rodeo is kept free of exhibitions 
of cruelty, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that it will continue indefinitely in 
popular favor.—Portland (Ore.) Ore- 
gontan.

CHICAGO, Aug. 10—Plans are being perfected here for an amusement park 
project that will give Miami what promises to be one of the largest and most 


varied resorts in the South. 


Vernon C. Seaver, veteran amusement man, who has 


pioneered in severa! branches of show busibess, is ac’+e head of the project, and 


owner of the site upon which the park is to be built. 


him several Chicago capitalists, and plans 
for the park are being drawn by Harry C. 
Baker, park designer and builder, of New 
York. 

As outlined to a Billboard representa- 
tive by Seaver before leaving for New York 
to confer with Baker, the park will be 
located upon a 40-acre tract ideally 
situated for park purposes, being only a 
short ride from the heart of Miami on a 
main-traveled highway. 

Standard rides and other devices neces- 
sary to an up-to-date amusement resort 
are to be built. Plans are being made 
with an eye to beauty, and landscaping 
will play an important part, the aim 
being to establish a playground that will 
appeal to the thousands of tourists who 
spend a good part of the year at Miami. 
To this end there will be many unusually 
attractive features. One of these shown 
in the drawings is a magnificent con- 
course around which will center many 
of the park's activities. Work is to start 
upon the actual bui'ding just as soon as 
Baker’s plans are completed, which will 
be within a few weeks. It is the inten- 
tion to keep the park open nine months 
in the year, remaining closed only thru 
August, September and October. 

In addition to the amusement park, 
Seaver is planning to establish winter 
quarters that may be used for circuses 
and other outdoor shows. He states that 
one circus is already negotiating for 
quarters for next season. In all this is 
a half-million-dollar project, and Seaver 
states he expects it to be the greatest 
amusement resort Florida has ever had. 

Seaver nas been identified with the 
amusement world for more than a quar- 
ter of a century. In the early days of 
moving pictures he was owner of the 
Theatorium, one of the first picture 
shows in Chicago, on the site now oc- 
cupied by the State-Lake Theater. Later 
he owned the Alcazar, on Madison street, 
and also was interested in the Great 
Nor*hern Theater. At one time he owned 
most of the theaters in Peoria, and for 
years he has been financially interested 
in various phases of the motion picture 
business. 

During the last few years he has taken 
an active interest in Florida develop- 
ments. He is thoroly familiar with every 
phase of the amusement business in the 
Flower State, and says that long study 
and observation have convinced him 
there are practically unlimited possibili- 
ties in an amusement park at Miami, and 
he proposes to build one that will com- 
bine the best features of other parks, 
with new and original ideas that he is 
cure will prove popular.

“And we couldn't begin 
it without seeing the finest reptile house 
which has yet been built. By far the 
finest.” Dr. Mann has spent many years 
of his life in strange and pestiferous 
places. He has accompanied, led or con- 
stituted, single-handed, many scientific 
expeditions. He has just completed an 
‘nspection, with E. L. Harris, Washington 
municipal architect, who accompanied 
him to St. Louis, of the zoos of Europe. 
He knows at first hand the zoos of Aus- 
‘ralla and Africa and the fauna of the 
world. George E. Dieckmann, president 
o the St. Louis Zoological Board, told 
‘he Downtown Lions’ Club recently that 
‘he Zoo is maintained at an annual cost 
‘Oo each taxpayer of 25 cents. Buildings 
‘re erected not only to house the anit- 
mals, he said, but to please the crowds, 
which are attracted by clean, well-venti- 
lated exhibit buildings.

when judiciously applied. He utilizes 
thruout Jersey 350 billboards, many of 
which are illuminated. Each week he 
puts out 1,500 window pieces and adver- 
tises in 42 newspapers, besides availing 
the use of an advertising calliope and 
24-sheet board mounted on a moving 
van that covers Newark and adjacent 
points. He expends annually more than 
$2,000 for advertising souvenirs in the 
form of pencils (with the name of 
Olympic Park printed thereon) plus 
rubbers, whistles and other keepsakes 
suitable for children, who, suffice to say, 
prize the same dearly. Olympic Park in 
Jersey is a household word and he keeps 
the name constantly before the masses. 

He adores children and has two of his 
own.

It occupies a new building of 
ornamental architecture and is a good 
dividend producer. 

Special attention is 
illumination of Olympic, which is in 
charge of William Erne and George 
Turner Carey L. Osborne, erector of 
buildings, keeps a crew of painters going 
over the same thruout the season.

PRESS AGENT AGREES | 


Leonard Traube, press representative 


of the Brown & Dyer Shows, commenting 
n the recent Our Weakness Now ar- 
ticle, referring to the poor advertising 
and publicity some of the reaily big 
shows get, takes a crack at some of 


the special agents of carnivals also. 

“Among the many reasons for part 
of this weakness, one lies with the spe- 
cial agents or advance representatives, 
who call themselves ‘directors of pub- 
licity’ and attach various high-sounding 
names to themselves without the least 
blush. 

“I am not, of course, referring to any 
person or persons in particular, but 
merely stating, as it appears to me, the 
general complexion of the existing order 
governing the advance of carnivals. 
Obviously then the burden of exploiting 
the show falls on the shoulders of the 
press representative with the outfit, and 
as stated in The Billboird article, it 
takes two or three days to get the town 
acquainied, for the ideal way to plant 
stuff is by. personal contact 

“And why is it that some of the better 
known shows do not have press agents 
at all save those who do the job ‘on the 
side’ and who usually confine them- 
selves to opening stories which mostly 
are anaemic?” 


Traube goes on further to say he 
doesn't mean to be destructive for the 
pure sake of destruction, but thru his 
experience has found this condition to 
exist and many of the better shows are 
absolutely without representation inso- 
far as local and much-needed newspaper 
publicity is concerned. 

Truly too many shows do not 
press agents. Some of them undoubted- 
ly do hot believe they are an asset. They 
can't seem to figure them as one of the 
most important departments in the 
whole carnival structure. 

The biggest businesses in the country 
are the largest advertisers. They neces- 
sarily have to carry their wares to the 
people. The same should apply to car- 
nivals. How is a person to know you 
have something he wants if you con't 
place it before him some way or an- 
other? 

The big shows carry press agents and 
there are some mighty good ones, too, in 
carnival business. Generally speaking 
the big show must be the most prosper- 
ous, and where prosperity exists the 
press agent has played a big hand. There 
is no argument about the advertising 
and press agent at any time. Carnival 
business needs a lot more advertising 
and a whole lot more press agents. 


FRED EHRING

YORKTON, Sask.—Before the Royal 
American started the Canadian tour, 
where the show was to play two three- 
day fairs a week, it was freely predicted 
the schedule could not be made.

TEST IS BEING MADE of the legality 
of the Cincinnati ordinance prohibiting 
door-to-door peddling.

She is one of 25 girls who were carrying 
on an advertising campaign for the 
cheese company. The girls sold samples 
from door to door. Attorney for the 
cheese company contended that the girls 
were working under a State law, which 
grants a manufacturer or his agent the 
right to peddle his products without a 
license. The assistant city attorney said 
the arrest was made under the city or- 
dinance. Judge Tebbs, in Municipal 
Court, took. the case under advisement 
and will render a decision late in August 
which will settle the question of the 
validity of the ordinance.

Going to 
another park, then start working fairs. 
Not sure of our rcute. May go east. 
May head back into Ohio, a fine old 
State, with fine old people in it.”

Frank Gillmare told about the meet- 
ings with the film producers on August 
~ He said an Fonity commitee went to 
Joseph Schenck’s home, where it met a 
producers’ committee, and forcibly pre- 
Sented its right to Equity Shop and its 
value to the industry; also to Equity 
members, which brought the reply from 
the producers that they know all about 
Equity. The letter from Equity delivered 
to producers at the second meeting sum. 
marizes what happened at the first. Many 
meetings of the Equity executive com- 
mittee transpired before this letter was 
Written, with everything thrashed out, 
resulting in unanimous decision. The 
letter was sent to Winfield Sheehan, 
chairman of the producers’ committee, on 
August 5, and begins with an expression 
of thanks for courteous treatment from 
the producers at the first meeting, and 
with the hope that friendly feeling will 
speed the termination of the controversy. 
Plans were framed on a suggested basis 
of the producers that shall be practical 
and for the betterment of the entire mo- 
tion picture industry, inc'uding Equity 
members, and in presenting them Equity 
was assured of the producers’ friendli- 
ness, and was not expected to present 
anything to diminish its solidarity. This 
wae agreed to by the producers, Sheehan 
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and Schenck saying they didn't expect 
Equity to weaken itself in any manner. 
Various points were agreed upon by the 
executive committee. Equity Shop was 
urgently advised as the only means of 
Equity giving 100 per cent service. How- 
ever, if further discussion on this point 
is useless, Equity presents the alternative 
of a minimum of 80 per cent Equity 
membership in all casts, classified as 
follows: Principals, 80; small parts and 
bit actors, 60; professional extras, 80; 
chorus, 80. Definition of respective 
groups as follows: Principals, $200 and 
up weekly, $50 and up daily; small parts 
and bits, $125 to $199 weekly, and $25 
to $40 daily; professional extras, below 
$125 weekly, and $25 daily. 

Local government affecting motion pic- 
ture studios shall be under the control 
of an executive committe of 12, all ex- 
perienced in the situation here. Working 
contracts are to be taken up as soon as 
important general issues are agreed upon, 
with a small committee of both sides 
checking the proposed minimum con- 


tract or contracts to see if there 
are any differences of opinion. 
The committee is to be versed 


in studio conditions, with power to 
consider and agree upon all matters 
regarding employment and pay of work- 
ers. In accordance with Equity’s offer, an 
umpire is to be chosen who will make 
final determination in these matters 
should the committee be unable to agree. 

Included in the above are to be im- 
proved methods of employment of small 
part and bit actors, professional extras, 
etc.; also call bureau matters. 


As to hours of work, it is felt that 
stars can determine their working hours. 
To adjust studio cases which may arise 
from time to time, Eq 1ity feels that the 
producers should engage a first-class 
man, with Equity doing the same, these 
two to be liaison officers, and Gillmore 
states he is confident their efforts would 
prevent possible _ friction. However, 
should a deadlock occur on any matter, it 
is suggested that two or three salaried 
officers in New York of producers and 
Equity thrash matters out there away from 
the scene of dispute, where no one would 
be affected by local prejudices. 


4 the second meeting, Cecil De Mille 
and Louis Mayer were pres>nt, and as 
soon as the letter was delivered the 
Equity group retired to give the pro- 
ducers an oppa-tunity to digest the con- 
tents. Fifteen minutes later the Equity 
group was informed that any definite 
percentage was unacceptable to producers. 
In further discussion, the 80-20 proposi- 
tion was broached to the producers, and 
was reported not acceptable to powerful 
members of the producers’ group, but it 
was stated they were willing, as an al- 
ternative, to agree that the solidarity and 
integrity of Equity would be maintained 
by provision in an agreement that once 
a person becomes an Equity member he 
would not be allowed to desert, it efther 
thru nonpayment of dues or otherwise, 
and continue to have benefit of employ- 
ment in studios; also that he could seek 
work in any other branch of acting, but 
that as far as studios were concernedg 
once an Equity member always an Equity 
member. Equity was to have the 
privilege of organizing and securing re- 
cruits, producers believing Equity already 
has a majority of players in its fold 
and would be a poor organizer if it 
failed to secure the rest. They guaran- 
teed no discrimination. Gillmore’s first 
reply was that the proposition was im- 
possible, and after further talking it was 
dec'ded to bring the matter before an 
executive committee, because it was not 
thought fair to the membership that a 
hasty decision be made. After the ex- 
ecutive committee had culled the propo- 
sition, Gillmore and a committee met 
August 6, with a subcommittee, Sheehan 
and De Mille, at Schenck’s home, at 
which time another letter was delivered 
by Equity, with air of finality, altho 
last paragraph showed that the door was 
hot necessarily closed to the producers. 
The letter recalls that producers did not 
expect Equity to present anything to 
affect its solidarity as an association, and 
that the counterproposition of the pro- 
ducers did that very thing. 


Considerable surprise was felt when 
Equity’s big concession was rejected by 
the producers, who made counter proposi- 
tion quite unacceptable to Equity, Gill- 
more saying further that it was regretted 
that in regard to working conditions 
arbitration of the point didn't appeal to 
producers. He said that the committees 
should be able to reach a conclusion, but, 
inasmuch as an impasse exists, an inde- 
pendent arbitrator would be judicial and 
fair to both sides. The last paragraph 
is quoted verbatim: 


“As you know, considering the impor- 


tance of the issues, there has hardly been 
a thorogoing discussion with you as to 
the effects upon our respective organiza- 
tions of the proposals made, and we will 
be glad to meet further with you for 
that purpose.” 


A meeting was held the following day 
with De Mille, Sheehan, Thalberg and an 
Equity committee. during which the pro- 
ducers’ committee said it would have 
to retract its offer of once an Equity 
membcr always an Equity member. This 
was looked upon by Equity as an op- 
portunity in case of controversy or dis- 
pute to weaken its solidarity. The pro- 
ducers were willing, however, to guaran- 
tee Equity, a large membership. Also 
present at this meeting were Loeb and 
Cohan, of the producers’ legal staff, who 
discussed the Equity constituticn with 
Turner, which conversation was not 
satisfactory from Equity’s viewpoint. 
Fquity’s executive committee continued 
its long sessions and another letter was 
written and delivered to the producers on 
Angust 9 in which it was pointed out 
that the producers’ counterproposition 
to Equity’s claim for 100 per cent Equity 
Shop would do the very thing the pro- 
ducers said they did not wish Equity 
to do, that of weakening the position 
of the association. and that the limit 
to which the committee could go was the 
80-20 proposition, which it was thought 
would be unfavorable to entire member- 
ship. Hence the Saturday night meeting 
tg submit the proposition to the mem- 
bership at large, it being hoped in the 
meantime that the producers would ex- 
perience a change of feeling. 


Gillmore directed the attention of 
Equity members at the meeting that a 
vote to be taken would be one of con- 
fidence in executives and approval of 
negotiations to date, or reverse, and that 
the discussion Saturday night would be 
strictly corifined to the proposed resolu- 
tion or amendments to same, and that 
anything else would be out of order. The 
resolution reads: “Resolved, that this 
meeting approves the conduct of the of- 
ficers and executive committee in the 
negotiations to date and expresses the 
belief that the producers will see that 
the continued solidarity and usefulness 
of our association can be maintained 
only by a minimum of 80 per cent 
Equity membership in all casts.” 


Gillmore then called upon Lawrence 
Grant to explain the significance of this. 
Grant went into details of the questions 
and from time to time his remarks were 
openly disagreed with by certain mem- 
bers, who wanted 100 per cent Equity 
or nothing. Grant pointed out that it 
was not an individual matter, but that 
the good of all should be considered, 
and that while a prolonged fight might 
bring the desired results the sacrifices of 
bit actors and extras would be too great 
to warrant extension of the fight and 
that inroads upon the relief fund would 
be so great that the treasury could not 
cope with the situation. Grant’s plea 
for 8C-20 brought many speakers to the 
floor opposing this plan. 

An amendment to the resolution was 
made to the effect that the com- 
mittee attempt 100 per cent Equity Shop 
settlement, and, should this fail, then 
the 80-20 plan was to be used. This was 
voted down, while the original resolution 
received unanimous support. 

Among prominent members who spoke 
Saturday night were Ben Lyon, who was 
willing that everything should be left 
to the committee Charles Gibleyn 
voiced the same sentiments, and Captain 
Patrick Irving O’Hay told the gathering 
it would be advisable to have faith in 
the efforts of those handling the situa- 
tion that they would secure the best 
possible terms of settlement. 

Committees from both sides have not 
gone into the question of conditions as 
vet during any of the conferences. Gill- 
more said, after the meeting was ad- 
journed following the vote of confi- 
dence, that the question of suspended 
members being taken back by Equity has 
not been touched upon by producers 
This question was raised on the floor 
of the meeting by Pat Collins, who want- 
ed to know if any of suspended members 
would be included in the producers’ 
2¢ per cent, and Gillmore stated that a 
suspended member is a suspended mem- 
ber and was not to be included in pro- 
ducers’ percentage. Gillmore further 
stressed the producers’ statement that no 
discrimination was to be indulged in and 
that the 48-hour basis would be ar- 
bitrated should the producers wish to be 
allowed more hours a week. 

Winfield Sheehan's four main clauses, 
Fquity Shop, how things were to be run, 
working contracts and should stars be 
held to a 48-hour basis, have been 


taken care of by Equity in the proposed 
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plan, so that should producers accept 
the 80-20 basis of settlement peace may 
be expected this week. Another meeting 
is scheduled for next Saturday at the 
stadium and this is to be an open af- 
fair. 


Quiet in the East 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12. — Operating 
quietly, the Actors’ Equity Association is 
keeping production at a minimum in the 
East, with only one feature at present 
being made. The only other production 
is that of short subjects, which are char- 
acterized by Equity officials as mush- 
rooms, and, altho difficult to cover en- 
tirely with a number of independents 
operating in the field, considerable in- 
terference is reported. The shorts are 
finished so quickly that where six are 
stopped a dozen others spring up in their 
place 

The single feature now in work here, 
after considerable difficulty in casting, is 
The Return of Sherlock Holmes. After 
several failures to sign Equity members 
for the role of Moriarty, Paramount is re- 
ported to have induced Basil Dean, Eng- 
lish director, brought here to make the 
picture, to play the part. He accepted. 
The next Paramount production sched- 
uled for the East, and which has been 
held up, is The Lady Laughs, Jeanne 
Engels’ next starring vehicle. Having had 
difficulty in finding an actor to play op- 
posite Miss Eagels, and changing plans 
to bring a contract player here from 
the West Coast, Paramount has decided 
to delay the picture until Sherlock 
Holmés is completed, so that Clive Brook 
can play opposite Miss Eageis. 

Paul Dulizell, executive secretary of 
Equity in charge here, and his men are 
reported to have been successful in in- 
terfering in a number of instances with 
plans of the producers to sign up Equity 
talent here for productions on the West 
Coast. In one case it is understood an 
important contract was all set and trans- 
portation had been obtained, when loy- 
alty to Equity arose as a stumbling block. 


Coburns Join Equity 


The highlight of last Wednesday's 
meeting at the American Legion Sta- 
dium, with about 5,000 present, was the 


dramatic appearance of Charles D. Co- 
burn, who, with his wife, was a strong 
anti in the Equity legit. fight of 1919 
and has since been a Fido. 

Coburn, referring to the 52-page book- 
let which Lillian Albertson had published 
as propaganda against Equity because of 
her differences with the association, said 
he wished to answer Miss Albertson's 
statements in his own way. He handed 
Gillmore an envelope, which, upon being 
opened, was found to contain two ap- 
plications for membership in Equity, one 
for Coburn and the other for his wife. 
The audience went wild with applausa 

Jean Hersholt took the stand and ex- 
pressed his support of Equity. He de- 
clared the statements about his signing 
contracts since the Equity fight were 
entirely false and that he had turned 
down jobs and would continue to do so 
until the controversy is settled. Hersholt 
handed Gillmore a $500 check for the re- 
lief fund. 

The local union of Electrical Workers 
sent a $100 check, and Gillmore read @ 
wire from Equity’s New York headquar- 
ters advising that an additional $10,000 
had been voted by the council to carry 
on the fight 

Theodore Mitchell, president of the As- 
sociation of Theatrical Agents and Man- 
agers, sent a communication tendering 
the support of that body in any way 
that it could ald Equity. 

Others who spoke at the Wednesday 
night meeting included Andre de Se- 
gurola, Joseph Cawthorn, Sam Hardy, L. 
B. Kornblum and Charles F. Adams, lo- 
cal attorney. Noah Beery was among 
those present. 

Gillmore touched on the Central Cast- 
ing Office and the abuses that have 
been charged to it. He said that Equity 
members who are obliged to use this 
agency will be protected to the fullest 
extent of their organization. 

Suspensions for the week were an- 
nounced as follows: Donald Crisp, Hallam 
Cooley, Douglas Gerrard, Heinle Conklin, 
Mayme Kelso, George Milo, Robert 
Milash, Carl Miller, Pee Wee Holmes, 
Bruce Randall and Leo White.
